The attached notes and copies of documents 
summarize the information on EGGEN in Headquarters' 
files. Of interest is the discrepancy between 
EGGEN 's and SCHELLENBERG's reports concerning any 
Soviet (s) known to them to be involved in the 
peace-feeler negotiations affair. 

The information on the Japanese officials 

involved, which SAKAI had reported to theC . 3 

Jjafter the war (see attached), appears 

to be consistent with the information in EGGEN' s 

and SCHELLENBERG's reports. C 3 commented 

that SAKAI probably exaggerated his own role in the 

affair but that in general hhe facts which he had 
given in his 

gXJEMXiil/autobiographical reports were true. 
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
